toured up to four inches of water 
into creeks and lowlands within 
a few hours.

nearly three feet of water. Water 
ran over the floorboards of cars.

Radio Station KBRS here re- 


ported 2.36 inches of rain fell in 
its gauge but nearly twice that 
much poured into the downtown 
area. It reported it was the worst 
flood in years.

'•9'1'P.m. today and the weather 
bureau warned Northwest Arkan- 
sas to brace itself for more Ihun- 
derstorms.

Kennedy May 
Block the 
Rail Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy is expected to issue un 
order today blocking a nationwide 
railroad strike threat raised for 
next Monday by the Railroad 
Yardmastcrs of America.. 


The'expected order' selling up 


an emergency board to examine 
issues in the. labor dispute and 
frame 
settlement 
recommenda- 


tions; "would block'ahy strike for 
at least two months under terms 
of the Railway Labor Act. 


A spokesman for the carriers 


said in Chicago there would be no 
walkoul for at; least two months. 
Washington 
officials said there 


wasn't the slightest threat of any 
imminent rail stoppage. 


Chairman Francis A. O'Neill Jr. 


said the National Mediation Board 
has certified the dispute lo Ihc 
White House. This means that the 
board, after trying since late 1000 
to mediate (he case, has decided 
on the emergency board route 
with 
its 60-day strike-stopping 


provision as a last resort. 


O'Neill said the dispulc is a 


hangover from the 1D59-JU60 wage- 
rule adjustments involving more 
than a score of unions. He indi- 
cated that the dispute centers 
more about vacation and holiday 
demands than about wages. A 
wage increase in 19(50 and a sim- 
ilar increase in 19fil was the pal- 
tern accepted by oilier unions. 


The main points at issue arc 


yardmastcr demands 
for seven 


paid holidays and improved vaca- 
tions. Members of the union don't 
get premium pay now for holi- 
days worked, nor regular pay for 
holidays not worked. 


Milton G. Schoch, president of 


the nonopcraling union represent- 
ing some 5,000 workers who make 
up the trains, said the work stop- 
page could tie up the nation's 
major 
railroads. 
Schoch con- 


firmed the strike call Thursday 
night but declined lo disclose is- 
sues in the dispute.

Lost War II 
Dog Veteran 
Dies at 20 


HOLLYWOOD - 
A battle 


scarred dog — once forgotten by 
the nation he served valiantly in 
wartime — died Wednesday.'in the 
arms of his sorrowing mistress. 


Sarge, a purebred 20-year-old 


German shepherd, feeble andmear- 
ly blind, was believed to be the 
last 
surviving dog veteran of 


World War II. 


.The dog — his formal name was 


Major von Luckner III but no one 
called him that — spent Vk years 
with the Marines in the South 
Pacific. He was credited with 
helping to save nine American 
lives by delivering a message un 
der enemy fire. 


"He just died on his little bed," 


said his owner, Jeanne Platt, 59 
a retired Army nurse and widow, 
who lost her son in World War II 


The dog died of uremic poison' 


ing, from which he had sufferet 
since the war. Sarge bore shrap 
nel scars of several South Pacific 
battles and had a steel plate in 
his head. 


In death, Sarge was clothed in 


his special Marine Corps jacket; 
complete with sergeant's stripes, 
hash marks, Purple Heart, Silver 
Star, good-conduct medal and bat- 
tle ribbons. 


The citations symbolized .histor- 


ic conflicts in which Sarge ha( 
splashed ashore on islands such 
as Tarawa, Saipan and Guadal 
canal. 


Four years ago he was foum 


sick and forgotten in a tenement 
victim of a beating and attemptec 
poisonings. 


A month ago, more than 100 


friends had gathered at

Platt's home to celebrate Sarge's 
20th birthday anniversary.

And don't wait by the box for 


He won't 
give up the letter no matter how 
much you argue. 


The proper procedure, Abrams 


explains, is to hop down to the 
local post office—or 
call— and 


start with the superintendent of 
mails. 


If you call him, he'll have the 


letter intercepted and held until 
you can come in. 


Eventually you've got to go to 


the post office and fill out a form 
identifying 
the piece 
of mail, 


giving the 
time and place of 


mailing and reporting the reason 
for withdrawal. 


Only the sender can get it back. 
The Little Rock office averages 


half a dozen such cases a week. 


Most people, Abrams says, want 


letters back because they forgot to 
put in a check or some other en- 
closure, put the wrong check in. 
need to add something or have 
heard from the other party. 


Should you not catch the letter 


before it leaves the local 
post 


office, there still is hope, but it'll 
cost you a telegram 
toll. The 


local postmaster 
can 
wire the 


receiving postmaster and have the 
mail returned. 


If you act quickly enough, your 


chances of-stopping delivery are 
almost perfect, Abrams says.

Repealed spray- 
ings killed more. In 1960, 30 pairs 
of breeding grebes on lhe lake 
never produced young.
